2007. The presence of a cross-linking spent , a chain transfer agent and components capable of sequestering metal 
ions was elected. These elections are in addition to the election of the cationic monomer of methyl chloride 
ouaternized dimethvlamino ethvl acrvlate and the anionic monomer as acrvlamide .
